YOUTH NOW UNDER ARREST 


Majority of the Thirty-Odd Victims 


of the Disaster Were Pinioned In 
the Debris and Roasted Alive—The 
Latest Details of the Kansas Catas- 
trophe. 


Topeka, Kan., Jan. 3- — In the col- 


lision between two passenger trains 
on the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
railroad, two Americans, a negro por- 
ter and 30 Mexican laborers lost their 
lives. More than 50 persons were in- 
jured. The Mexicans were on their 
•way from Iowa to their native land. 
Officials of the railroad company place 
the blame on John Lynes, a 19-year- 
old telegraph operator at Volland, who 
failed to stop train No. 29 after re- 
ceiving orders to hold it until Xo. 30 
had passed. Lynes was arrested. 


The wreck occurred on a grade on 


a C'- .e and in a cut. Number 29 was 
running slow on account of the heavy 
grade and heavj train. Number 30 
had just reached the top of the hill 
when the engineer saw the reflection 
of the headlight of the train ahead. 
He shut down, ami the passengers on 
his train said th< v were not running 
more than 10 milrs an hour when the 
crash occurred. Number 29 was not 
going more than 15 miles per hour. 
All of the dead except one were on 
train Xo. 29. As far 
as 
definitply 


known only two 
Americans were 


killed, one tramp riding the blind bag- 
gage of No. 30 and one man in the 
smoking car with 'he Mexicans. There 
were 37 Mexican* in the car. All ex- 
cept seven were b-irnrd to death, the 
officials say. Sfvn were put on the 
relief train and two dl<>d shortly after 
the train left th" town of MoFarland. 
The injuries were caused more by 
the emergency b-akps than by the 
wreck itself, aero-dim? to the passen- 
gers. The enelnf r of Xo. 29 s°t the 
brakes and alir.'-t every passenger 
was thrown on* (f his soar or D-iih. 
Immediately cair.r the collision. Thf 
Mexicans werr- 
;.inlonr>rl under the 


seats and the d.r>is were -amm'.'i so 
they could not e.<" out. In thr- chair 
car also many i ? .-sengcrs were held 
down by the s<\r~. 


The train cane! t fire from the gas 


tanks. The pa P.-Tigers in the rpar car 
escaped in thei- night clothe? and 
-dressed in the ir,n<l beside the tracks. 
Then came cries for help from the 
Mexicans and the persons pinioned in 
the chair car. Every man and nearly 
every woman on the train helped res- 
cue the unfortunates. Seven Mexicans

The lack of tools with which to chop 
away the sides of the cars was a great 
hindrance. In an hour and a half 
from the time of the wreck the first 
relief train, from McFarland, Kan., 
bringing surgeons and helpers, reach- 
ed the scene. 
Another relief train 


from Topeka and two wrecking trains 
soon arrived, and all of the dead and 
injured that had been taken from the 
wreck were brought to this city. 


OPERATOR 


Makes Statement Before the Clerk of 


the District Court. 


Topeka, Kan., Jan. 3.—John Lynes, 


19, the telegraph operator at Volland, 
who fled after letting No. 29 get by 
him. 
was arrested at Alma, 10 miles 


away. There, after making a state- 
ment before the clerk of the district 
court, he was placed in jail. Lynes 
said: "I had been awake all night and 
was perfectly sober. Number 29 head- 
ed into the east switch to let No. 14 
pass, backed out of east switch and 
headed down the main line. I thought 
it was going to stop at the depot to 
take water, but instead it went by at 
about six to ten miles an hour. Both 
boards were at 'danger.' I cleared 
Xo. 14 by pulling down the right-hand 
board for that train, leaving the west- 
bound board at, 'danger,' but No. 29 
did not stop and I ran out with mv 
lantern, but with two swings across 
the track it went out. I then ran to 
the pumphouse, grabbing the pump- 
er's lantern, waved a few times, and 
it also went out. I also called thf 
pumper, telling him what had hap- 
pened. 
I told the dispa*ch°r that I 


was coming to Topeka. and was try- 
ing to get th'-re."

Washington, Jan. 3. — Representa- 


tive Livingston of Georgia and Harvie 
Jordan, president of the Southern Cot- 
ton association, of Atlanta, filed with 
Postmaster General Cortelyou charges 
of fraud against the officials and mem- 
bers of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change. 


Complainants make thr, request that 


the department issue a fraud order 
against the official? and members of 
the Xew York Cotton Exchange to 
bar them from the use of the United 
States mails in conducting what are 
termed fraudulent practices. The post- 
master general referred his callers to 
Judge 
Goodwin, assistant attorney 


general for the postoffice department. 


It is charged that Xew York city 


has ceased to be a commercial spot 
cotton markpt and that the Xew York 
Cotton Exchange has developed into a 
purely speculative or gambling ex- 
change, and that the grades of cotton 
shipped to Xew York and tenderable 
on the contracts under the rules of 
the Xew York Cotton Exchange can 
not be used for commercial spinning, 
and that such grades "are used solely 
to depress the price of spinnable 
grades In the south; to further the 
speculative features of the Xew York 
Cotton Exchange, to the heavy detri- 
ment of the entire legitimate cotton 
trade of the United States." It is fur- 
ther charged in petition that the New 
York Cotton Exchange is daily using 
the United States mails to transmit 
and advertise its business to the legit- 
imate cotton trade 
ot the 
Unite;'* 


States, and '""we charge that this bus! 
n^ss is fraudulent and that the offi- 
cials and members o£ the Xew York- 
Cotton Exchange should be denied the 
use of the United States mans."

Cincinnati, Jan. 3. — In sustaining 


the validity of the Aikin law, passed 
during the last session of the legisla- 
ture, to increase the saloon license 
tax from $350 to $1,000 per an-

the superior court ot this city 


based its decision on the doctrine that 
a legislative record which appears to 
be properly verified can not be at- 
tacked by parol evidence. 
The court 


held: "For obvious reasons of public 
policy, it is incumbent on one who at- 
tacks the validity of a law upon the 
ground that the proper steps were not 
taken in its passage, to show this by 
legislative record. 
Under the consti- 


tution as amended the participation of 
the governor necessary to give valid- 
ity to laws enacted by the legislature 
is legislative function to the extent of 
bringing the official record of his ac- 
tion, within the rule of omnia rite acta 
praesumuntur (the acts are presumed 
to be right), which applied with the 
strongest possible force to legislative 
records. The records here presented 
affirmatively show compliance wltn 
the constitution, and the law passed 
pursuant thereto, and imparts abso- 
lute verity. The burden of proof to 
show invalidity has not been sustained 
in this case and can not be sustained 
by parol testimony." 


The case will be at once taken to 


the supreme court. The plaintiff i« 
Bernard Wrede, a saloon keeper of 
Cincinnati, who sought to enjoin the 
collection of the increased tax. By 
consent of all concerned this was re- 
garded as a test case. Depositions 
were taken by the plaintiff's counsel 
In an effort to show that Governor 
Pattison was at the time of the pas- 
sage of the bill, and continuously to 
his death, in such a condition of 
health that the Aikin bill and the Ion? 
list of bills which followed it to the 
residence of the governor were not 
submitted to him, and that he couli 
not have been aware of their con- 
tents; consequently not only was tie 
bill directly concerned in this, case a 
nullity, but that every law made since 
that bill was presented was void.

Washington, Jan. 3.—The causes, 


but not the'cure, for the car shortage 
in the northwest and the consequent 
coal famine, have been determined by 
members of the interstate commerce 
Commission participating in the recent 
hearings at Chicago .and Minneapolis. 
Franklin 
M. Lane, who served as 


ehairman of the investigating com- 
mission, filed his report with the com- 
mission and sent it to President 
Roosevelt. 


' The 
report of the 
commissioner 


first deals with the coal famine'in. 
North Dakota and presents the condi- 
tions of distress found in that state. 
Consideration of proposed remedies 
are deal with extensively,: as well a;s 
a proposed, plan for a car clearing 
house or car pool and •"•'sciprocal car 
demurrage. 
Financial loss is shown 


to have been caused by the faiiuife of 
railroads to prepare for a large move- 
ment of grain. 
One popular rem- 


edy for the failure of carriers to fur- 
nish cars when demanded Is known 
as "reciprocal car demurrage." This 
phrase means that carriers shall be 
penalized upon failure to furnish cars 
and it arises from the universal rail- 
road practice of imposing a per diem 
penalty when a car is held by a con- 
signee for unloading beyond a certain 
fixed number of days. 


The need for additional legislation 


to reach the seat of the trouble is 
shown by the conclusion of the report, 
wherein it is said: "If the interstate 
commerce commission is to be vested- 
with power to make rules under which 
railroads shall be required, upon pen- 
alty, to furnish, cars to shippers, this 
commission should also be empowered 
to make rules under which free inter- 
change of cars shall be effected, or to 
require railroads engaging in inter- 
state commerce to make such rules 
for their own protection and provide 
for their enforcement." 


Investigating K. & O. Wreck. 


"Washington, Jan. 3.—An investiga- 


tion to fix the responsibility for the 
wreck on the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road at Terra Cotta, D. C., Sunday 
night, was begun here before a coro- 
ner's jury. The principal witnesses 
were three officials of the road, none 
of whom could give any reason for the 
wreck. Nearly fifty witnesses have 
been summoned, and the inquiry pronv 
ises to occupy the entire week. En- 
gineer Hildebrand and the other mem- 
bers of the train crew of the "dead" 
train, which telescoped the passenger 
train, and who are under arrest, were 
in the room when the inquest began, 
but were later excluded. 


Cassatt Estate. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 3.—Counsel for 


the estate of the late A. J. Cassatt is- 
sued a statement that Mr. Cassatt left 
his entire estate to Mrs. Cassatt and 
his children. The children are Cap- 
tain Edward B. Cassatt, Robert K. 
Cassatt and Mrs. W. P. Stewart. Mrs. 
Cassatt, the children and the Fidelity 
Trust company of Philadelphia are 
appointed executors. No value was 
set on the estate. 


Demand of Engineers. 


Chicago, Jan. 3. — Demands on all 


railroads operating west of this city 
for an increase in wages and an eight- 
hour dajr were made by 57,000 locomo- 
tive engineers, through their represen- 
tatives, at a conference with the rail- 
road managers. 


Trainmen Killed. 


Livingston, Mont., Jan. 3.—A wreck 


occurred at Coal Spur, a station on 
the Northern Pacific, 12 miles west of 
this city, in which two trainmen were 
Villod. Tho men were riding in 'tho 
caboose of an extra east. Just as the 
extra had secured orders to enter the 
block east and was pulling out the 
train was struck by two light engines. 
From the evidence given to the coro- 
ner's jury it seems that the wreck 
was due to Operator J. S. Brady at 
Hoppers permitting the light engines 
to enter the block before he got- a 
clear block from Coal Spur.

A curious organization 
has 
been 


effected in Chicago. It is called "The 
Sons and Daughters of the Ohio Squir- 
rel Hunters," and its intent is to keep 
•alive the memory of those, gallant 
Ohioans Avho hurried to Cincinnati in 
1862 to protect that city and the Ohio 
border from a threatened invasion of 
the Confederate forces. In this motley 
throng of home defenders were mere 
boys and men along past the military 
age, and their arms were 
quite 
as 


varied as their . personalities. 
They 


had no uniforms and the weapons they 
carried were muskets and rifles and 
shotguns and revolvers, many of the 
first named being venerable weapons 
that had 'seen service as far bactk as 
1812. : At the Governor's call for men 
this mass of -volunteers was hurried 
to Cincinnati/ where it remained en 


duty uutil the danger had passed. 


A part of this army of defense was 


recruited in Cleveland and there are 
veterans of the local force who still 
survive.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Washington, Jan. 3.—The causes, 


but not the'cure, for the car shortage 
in the northwest and the consequent 
coal famine, have been determined by 
members of the interstate commerce 
Commission participating in the recent 
hearings at Chicago .and Minneapolis. 
Franklin 
M. Lane, who served as 


chairman of the investigating com- 
mission, filed his report with the com- 
mission and sent it to' President 
Roosevelt. 


: The report of the 
commissioner 


first deals with the coal famine ;ia 
North Dakota and presents the condi- 
tions of distress : found in that state. 
Consideration of proposed ^remedies 
are"'(teal1 "with'..extensively,'as" we'll" as 
a proposed, plan for a "car' clearing 
house or car pool and v^/eiprocal car 
demurrage. 
Financial loss Is shown 


to have been caused by the failu/e oi 
railroads to prepare for a large move- 
ment of grain. 
One popular rem- 


edy for the failure of carriers to fur- 
nish cars when demanded is known 
as "reciprocal car demurrage." 
This 


phrase means that carriers shall be 
penalized upon failure to furnish cars 
and it arises from the universal rail- 
road practice of imposing a per diem 
penalty when, a car-is held by a con- 
signee for unloading beyond a certain 
fixed number of days. 


The need for additional legislation 


to reach the seat of the trouble is 
shown by the conclusion of the report, 
wherein it is said: "If the interstate 
commerce commission is to be vested- 
with power to make rules under which 
railroads shall be required, upon pen- 
alty, to furnish cars to shippers, this 
commission should also be empowered 
to make rules under which free inter- 
change of cars shall be effected, or to 
require railroads engaging in inter- 
state commerce to make such rules 
for their own protection and provide 
for their enforcement." 


Investigating B. & O. Wreck. 


Washington, Jan._^3.—An investiga- 


tion to fix the responsibility for the 
wreck on the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road at Terra Cotta, D. C.( Sunday 
night, was begun here before a coro- 
ner's jury.
